Drefden, Sept. 1. The Lieutenant who was on Guard 
when the Accident happened to the Minifter of Naples, 
has been broke by Order of the King. Letters trom 
from Warfaw import, that it was publickly faid there, 
that Col. de la Salle was fet at Liberty by Order of the 
King, his Majefty having difpofed the Emprefs of Rui- 
fia to confent thereto, upon Condition, that upon his 
Arrival in France he thall be judged and punifhed by his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty. According to the Advices from 
Bohemia it feems by the Difpofitions that are making 
there, that the Ruffian Troops will pafs the Winter in 
that Kingdom. ib. 

Francfort, Sept. 2. The Magiftracy and Burghers of 
this City have refolved to fend a Deputation to Vienna, 
in order to make frefh Reprefentations for preventing, if 
it is poffible, the Proteftants from obtaining Leave to 
build a Church within the Walls of the City. Prince 
William of Heffz is perfeétly recovered from his late In- 
difpofition, and has begun to take the Diverfion of hunt- 
ing. ib. 

2. Sept. 3. The laft Letters from Warfaw ad- 
vife, that if the Project for augmenting the Crown Army 
takes Effect, Poland will have on Foot 80,000 Infan- 
try, and 60,c00 Horfe, befides the Arrear Ban. ib. 

Hanover, Sept. 3. ‘Thé King enjoys perfect Health. 
Her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Confort of Prince Fre- 
derick of Hefle will fet out this Evening for Caffel. On 
the iftan Exprefs arrived from the Low Countries, with 
Advice, that the Hanoverian Troops which have been 
employed in the Allied Army there, were going to re- 
turn into this Electorate. ib, 

If, contrary to all Hopes, the Signing of the Defini- 
tive Treaty at Aix fhould be delayed yet fome Time lon- 
ger, his_Majeity will celebrate his Birth-day here, hav- 
ing, it is faid, determined not to return to London till 
after every Thing fhall be fetded. It is aflured that 
the Marriage of his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cam- 
berland with the Princefs Amelia of Proflia, was con- 
cluded before the Departure of his Pruflian Majeity for 
Silefia. ib. 

Paris, Sept. 2. . There will be a Reform of 37,c000 
Men, purfuant to the Convention which was figned at 
Aix the 2d of Jaft{ Month, as foon as the Court receives 
pofitive Advices of the Ruflian Troops being arrived 
upon the Frontiers of Poland. ib. 

Amfterdam, Sept. 8. Yelterday was publifhed here a 
Notification of the Magiftracy, whereby the Inhabi- 
tants were acquainted that the Prince Stadtholder, by 
Virtue of ‘the Authority with which the States of Hol- 
land and Weft-Friefland had vefted him by their Refo-

Baron Waffenaar, who arrived here 
a few Days ago from Aix la Chapelle, is gone to Am- 
fterdam to report to the Prince Scadtholder the Affairs of 
the Congrefs ; from whence his Excellence will return 
in a fhore Time to Aix with Count Bentinck, in order to 
fign the Definitive ‘Treaty of Peace. ib. 


From the London Gazette. 


Naples, Augufi 13, N.S. A Few Days fince the King’s 
Gallies feized, on the Coat of Sicily, a Pirate Barbary Boat 
with about forty Men on Board, which had greatly ia- 
fefted thofe Coaits. Laft Week the Squadron of Maltefe 
Gallies anchored a fecond Time at Gaeta, and two 
of them were detached to Baja, to take on board a 
hyndred Criminals condemned to the Gallies for Life, of 
whom the King has made a Prefent to the Grand Mafter 
of Malta. 

Rome, Augu 17, N.S. Cardinal Paolucci has re- 
figned into the Hands of the Pope, his Government of 
the Legation of Ferrara; which has been given to Car- 
dinal Barni. The Pope has ordered 500 Crowns to be 
given to the Prince Rofpigliofi, to be fhared amongft the 
People of Maccarefe, his Fief, who fecured the Crew 
of a Barbary Pirate Row Boat, which was lately wreck- 
ed upon that Coait. 

Florence, Aagufi 20, N.S. On the gth M. La Motta, 
late Chaplain to the two Companies of the Emperor’s 
Horfe-Guards, took Pofleffion of a vacant Canonfhip in 
the Cathedral Church of Florence, lately conferred upon 
him by the Emperor, who has likewife granted him a 
Penfion of 1800 Livres per Ann. Lait Week the Re- 
gency caufed an Edict to be publifhed, forbidding, un- 

der tevere Penalties, the bringing into Tofcany any 
Cattle from the Ecclefiaitical State and Lombardy, on 
Account of the Sicknefs which rages there. Letters by 
the lait Mail from Lombardy mention, that a Body of 
4000 ‘Warafdins began their March laft Week on their 
Return home, and were to be followed by feveral Auftrian 
Regiments to Germany. The Auftrians have cut down 
and difpofed of the Woeds of Colorno, and thofe of the 


Neighbouring Hills in the Parmefan. They alfo re- 
move what Forage they can colleé&t to Mantua, and ex- 
aét extraordinary Contributions. The Sardinian Troops 
act in the like Manner at Placentia, aed have raifed a 
Contribution of 150,000 Florins in the Dutchy of Mo- 
dena. 

Hague, Sept.10. N.S. The Prince of Orange is ftill 
at Amfterdam, but is expeéted back in a Day or two. 
His Highnefs depofed on Friday laft the four reigaing 
Burgomatfters, viz. Meff Gerrit Corver, John Six, John 
Sautin, and Peter Vande Poll ; and named jm their 
Stead. Meff. Ferdinand Van Collen, Cornelius Trip, 
William Gideon Deutz, and Gerrard Arnold Haffelaer. 
Befides this the Prince difmiffed the next Day the whole 
Body of the Vroedichap, or Town Council, and ap- 

ointed a new one, compofed of nineteen Members of 
the old Vroedfchap, who have been reftored, and feven- 
teen other new Members. The Princefs Dowager of 
Orange is expected here from Leewarden it a Day or 
two. 


Conftantinople, Auguft 7: Since the late Infurreétion, 
in which the Grand Signior was in Danger of being de- 
pofed, between 2 and 3000 Perfons have been either 
put to Death, or banifhed to different Iflands in the Ar- 
chipelago. But fearce was the public Tranquility re- 
ftored in this City, when we received difagreeable News 
from Abroad: The King of Arabia, Father-in-law to 
to the late Achmet Bathaw, Governor of Bagdad, is 
come at the Head of a numerous Army, to lay Siege to 
that Place, in Refentment for the Grand Signior’s hav- 
ing refufed that Government for one of his Coufins, So- 
lyman Bafhaw, whom he had recommended to his 
Highnefs. Exprefles have been fent to different Parts of 
the Empire to.affemb!c Troops, and form an Army fu- 
perior to the King of Arabia’s Forces. To thefe un- 
toward Circumitances we muft add the Peitilence, which 
broke out here a Fortnight ago ; and within thefe three 
Days we felt- feveral Shocks of Earthquake. ‘Though 
the City is quiet, there remains a great Ferment in the 
Seraglio, the Effeéts of which are daily manirefted by 
fome Execution or Depofition : the Mufti have been de- 
pofed, on Account of his ambitious Conduét during the 
late Infurre€tion. 

Peter fourgh, Auguft 21. Our Miniftry were very much 
furprized to receive a Packet from Paris, containing the 
Proteft of the Pretender’s eldeit Son. The Difpleafure 


this Piece gave to the Court may eafily be conceived, from 
its Attachments and Affection to Great-Britain. 


Genoa, Auguft 17. The Communication between this 
evecey Picdmont, and Lombardy, is again re-eftablithed, 
and Commerce revived as formerly. ‘ The Auftrian Pri- 
foners, but chiefly the Officers, feem very impatient at 
their Confinement, as they know not when they are to 
be releafed. Tuefday laft there failec by this Port three 
Englifh Men of War, taking their Rout for Vado, from 
whence Admiral Byng lately fet Sail with eleven Men 
of War on his Return for England; he was faluted at 
his Departure by all the Cannen of the Caftie of Savona. 

They have left in the Mediterranean feven Ships, with 
Orders for Rear-Admiral Forbes, who is expected there 
to execute a particular Commiflion, and then to make 
the beft of his Way for Leghorn and Naples. The three 
Companies of the Regiment of Africa, who had Orders 
to embark for Barcelona, have received Caunter-Orders ; 
this Regiment, and that of Parma, being deftined, with 
two others, to guard the Datchies of Parma, Placentia, 
and Guaftalla ; and his Catholic Majefty has configned 
to the Infant Don Philip, befides the Pay of thefe Troops, 
a Million of Piaftres, to take Poffeffion of thefe States. 
There is Advice from Corfica, that during the Abfence 
of the Comaiandant of Padualla, who is gone to the 
Camp of the Allies to confer with fome of the Corfican 
Chiefs, that Poft had been given up to the French by the 
Treachery of one of the Garrifon,. and that a Body of 
Corficans, not far off, had endeavoured ta retake it, but 
were driven back. 

Genoa, Augufi 24. They write from Nice, that the 
Gallies of Spain had received Orders to fail to Antibes, 
to wait there for the Infant Don Philip, and.to bring him 
from thence to this City, from whence he will go and 
take Poffeflion of the Dutchies of Pasma, Placentia, and 
Guattalla. 

Naples, dug. 20. There is Advice that a Ship of 30 
Guns, bound from hence to Conftantinople, having on 
board an Ambaflador from our King, had been attacked 
in the Archipelago by a Turkifh Corfair, whom fhe 
fought fome ‘Time, and had at lait the good Fortune to 
fend the Corfair, Ship and Men, to the Bottom. 

Rome, Augufi2z4. The Congregation of Propaganda 
Fide and the General of the Dominicans have received 
certain Advice, that a Bifhop of that Order has fuffered 
Martyrdom for the Faith in China, after having con- 
verted his Executioner at the Place of Execution, who 
fuffered Death at the fame Time. 





Rome, Auguft 24. Saturday laft the Pope received 
from Cardinal Ruffo, in the Name of the whole Sacred 
College, the Compliments on the Occafion of the An- 
niverlary of his Promotion to the Pontificate. Cardinal 
Stuart has had conferred on him by his Holinefs, in his 
private Chapel, fucceflively, the Offices of Sub-Deacon, 
and Deacon, in the Prefence of the Chevalier de St. 
George his Father, and a great Number of Prelates. 
Cardinal Cofcia, who has been abfent from this City 
feveral Years, having no Intention to return again, has 
requefted of his Holinefs to confer on Cardinal Bardi 
the Office of Proteétor of S. Roch. 

Chamberry, Augufi 28. It is given out here, that the 
King of Sardinia will fhortly marry the Dutchefs Dow- 
ager of Guaftalla ; and that his Majefty has refolved to 
keep on Foot, even in Time of Peace, 50,000 Troops. 

Vienna, Sept. 1. Her Imperial Majefty has ratified 
the Sentence pronounced again{t Baron Trenck, by which 
he is condemred to pay a thoufand Florins, by Way of 
Satisfaction, to Anna Maria Gerltenbergerin, a Maiiler’s 
Daughter whom he had abufed ; fifteen thoufand Fiorins 
to the Inhabitants of the Dutchy of Silefia ; and all the 
Colts of this tedious and expenfive Suit, which fome fay 
will amount to two hundred thoufand Florins ; befides 
which he is to forfeit all his Honours, and be imprifoned 
for Life, with an Allowance of only a Ducat per Day, 
in the Caftle of Spielberg in Moravia. The fhort Hittory 
of this extroardinary Perfon, who has made fo much 
Noife in the World, is this. He is a Native of SRlavo- 
nia, and defcended from a noble Family, to whichfije has 
done no great Honour. At the Age of Sixteen, §¢,was 
obliged to leave his Country for a Murder, and feme o-" 
ther little Crimes of that Sort ; upon which he went firft 
into the Polith and then into the Ruffian Service, where, 
by his intrepid Courage, he’ raifed himfelf to the Rank 
of a Major, which however did not hinder Count Low- 
endahi from calling him to an Account for fome Exceffes 
he had committed, and for which he was feotenced to 
b= cafhiered, and that too through Favour ; for if Juf- 
tice had then taken Place, he had loft his Life. Upon 
his Retarn into Hungary, he put himfelf at the Head 
of a fmall Body of Men as defperate as himfelf, and 
with them did a great Deal of Mifchief. Upon the 
breaking out of the War he obtained a Pardon, and en- 
tered into her Imperial Majefty’s Service, in which, to 
do him Juftice, he behaved with much Bravery ; but 
after pillaging without Mercy in Silefia, Moravia, Bo- 
hemia, and Bavaria, he thought himfelf at Liberty to 
Treat the Subjects of his Sovereign as he treated her E- 
nemies, and committed fuch a Variety of Violences as 
brought Complaints from all Quarters, fo that nothing 
but her Majefty’s Clemency could have entitled him co 
fo mild a Sentence as that which he has received, He 
is faid to have amafied, by thefe Means, a Fortune of 
better than two Millions. 

4ix la Chapelle, Sept. 12. The Arrival of Count du 
Thiel has not yet anfwered the Expeétation of the Pub- 
lic, with regard to the Signature of the Definitive Treaty : 
But the Conferences between the Minifters continue to 
be frequent, and the Court of Vienna feems to conform 
to what has been regulated with regard to Italy. The 
Chevalier d’Offorio, the Sardinian Minifter at the Britith 
Court, is expected here from Hanover. The Return of 
the Couriers fent to Vienna and Madrid, and of the 
Plenipotentiaries gone to make Tours feveral Ways, are 
impatiently ected ; ic not beiag doubted but that, 
when all thelé are arrived, the Conferences will be open- 
ed for the Sigffature of the Treaty. ¢

Bruffels, Sep. 8. Marthal Saxe is expeéted to fet out 
the zoth or 25th of this Month from Paris. M. de Sey- 
chelles, Intendant of the King’s Army in Flanders, is to 
leave it on the zoth ; and his Equipage fet out on Fri- 
day laft. M. de Lowendahl is expeéted from Paris the 
15th or.16:h of this Month, to take the Command of 
this Country, in the room of M. Saxe. 

Hague, Sept. 13. The Prince of Orange*s Return 
from Amfterdam has been put off, on Account of fome 
new Demaads of the Burghers of that Town. They 
now reqvir# that all the Echevins, and Members of the 
Oud Raad,or Old Council, fhould be difmiffed ; that 
none of the»Officers of the Militia fhould ever poffefs any 
Employment in the Re ency; and that a new Council 
of War fhould be forme abfolutely independent of the 
Magiftrates. The Deputies of the Burghers have had 
feveral. Audiences of the Prince on thefe Points ; and 
his Highnefs ifflued on Tuefday Morning, a Prociama- 
tion entirely agreeable to their Requeit. We hear like- 
wife from Amfterdam, that the Prince of Orange in- 
tends-to ereét there a Board of Trade, compofed of the 
moft eminent Merchants of that City. ‘The States of 
Zeland have lately have lately taken a Refolatioa to 
continue the Farmers of the public Revenue, as they 
have not yet found out avy Means of replacing the
